It Is only at too late an hour that 
these spendthrifts of time begin to see 
their folly. 

Physic ians have ascertained and de- 
termined just the number of hours 
necessary for the needful refreshment 
of mind and body, and for the healthy 
continuance of ttiis life ; yet how many 
need or are governed by this allotment 
of time for Bleep? Too much time by 
far is spent in sleep. A young man, If 
be goes to school or business, will rise 
only at such an hour as will allow him 
sufficient time to prepare his toilet, eat 
his breakfast and reach in time his 
school or place of business ; and here 1 
may add this wanton habit is not con- 
fined to young men only ; young ladies, 
men and women, all are guilty of wan- 
tonly wastinK their time. 

To sleep one or two hours longer thin 
is necessary deducts just ao much from 
the fffreshment we otherwise would 
derive to our nrind and body ; for we 
are benefitted only by just the requisite 
quantity of sleep; no more, AU in 
excess of that quantity does the recip- 
ient no good whatsoever— on the con- 
trary. Is productive of injury, for it 
weakens the body and stupefies the 
mind. But when we taku that only 
which nature demands, the body Is in- 
vigorated, and all its powers are renew- 
ed or reniivated. 

Let those persons who are guilty of 
steeping late in the tnoming, and.tliose 
wbo, when arisen, only Idle away thier 
time, try, just for an experiment, and 
see how much can be accomplished in 
a day in which not an hour, nor tbe 
fractional part of an hour, bos been 
wasted. Resides, this habit of industry 
will in time become a part, so to speak, 
of their second nature ; and the Inter- 
est accruing therefrom will not come 
amiss, financially nor intellectually.—

Scientific Temperance Instruc- 
tion. 

Petitions bare been sent out over the 
State in the interest of a bill that will 
come before the Legislature at its next 
aesaion, asking tbe enactment of a law 
that shall make the teaching of science 
en the "effects of alcohol and other 
naicetlca," compulsorf in all schools 
under public control. 

That these petitions may be gener- 
ally signed and returned to Mrs. An- 
toinette Clevenger, Wilmington, Ohio, 
by January fith, we ask the pastors of 
the State to call the attention of the 
people to this important measure. Be- 
lieving In the power of concerted pray- 
er on the part of end's people, we do 
most earnestly request pastors, and 
pastors' unions, to make this effort to 
secure a temperance education law 
tbe prominent subject of a particular 
evening during the Week of Prayer; 
not ouly announcing it, but bringing 
It forcibly before the service decided 
upoa\ tbat It may be neither forgotten 
nor overshadowed. 

Tbe success of this effort to fortify 
the children through education against 
the many temptations of today, will 
depend upon the purpose of the people, 
whose will in the matter should deter- 
mine legislators. Shall we not, as In- 
dividuals, let our purpose be known, 
not only by signing this petition, but
